The facts are these: The Orioles 


were not hitting. They could not find 
out why until one day Willie Heeler 
remarked that th* ball when pitched 
from the pitcher's box was the same 
color as the, center field fence and that 
the ball was lost to them- against the 
dark background. The players set 
themselves down to figure it out. and 
in the end they figured that the reason 
they were not hitting was because 
there was a lack of relief In the color 
scheme of the grounds. The bat boy 
was sent In a harry for a pot of white 
paint and a patch of the fence in cen- 
ter field exactly on a line with the 
pitcher's box, and th'e plate was daub- 
ed white, The paint made a difference 
ot nearly forty points per man in their 
batting averages tfrat season, and they

After that the epace, in center on 


most of the big league ball grounds 
was 
kept clear or painted In some 


color that would assist the team in its 
hitting. 


Tbo color scheme iti baseball Is more 


important than, the casual observer 
would suppose. For instance, the Polo 
grounds are one of tbe hardest' grounds 
In tbe world for an outfielder. Back of 
the grand stand riseit a huge bluff— 
"Coogan's bluff— ^ ^md the stand Is 
boilt partly on the ilde of the MIL 
Naturallyftihe shodow'ef'ine stemf-and 
the bl«tt lies heavy *v«r the field aa 
far out as Beeond base to the late after- 
noon. anti the oatfielders1 have great 
difficulty tn seeing the"ball until it rises 
out of the shadow axal above: the sky 
line. The players learn to. Judge balls 
t»y the way they sound against the 
bat, but visiting players at the Polo., 
grounds have a hard time judging line 
drives; 


For years the New York players have 


had the advantage because of the color 
scheme of their grounds. In center 
field Is a panel of color to relieve the 
batter's eye and show the ball in re- 
lief against It, while to mitigate the 
effects of the shadow sections of the 
front of the stand and even the bowl- 
ders, on the hillside have been, painted. 


Those mechanical aids for batting are 


great things. Almost eveiy home team 
has Its grounds arranged for relief in 
color, so that they can by looking at a 
certain spot be certain to see tbe ball. 
It is not necessary for the ball to rise 
against the relief background, ^ut it is. 
necessary for the player's eye to be 
filled with the color, so that when he 
looka at tbe ball it stands out in relief 
against the color wbieh still Is Imprint- 
ed on the retina of his eye. 


One of the best hitting pitchers that 


ever lived, Walter Thornton, who was 
driven out of baseball because of the 
personal dislike of an official of the 
National league to him, bad a scheme 
which worked well and which he claim- 
ed aided him in batting. He simply 
sat and held his fingers tight against 
b!s eyes for several minutes before go- 
Ing to bat Shutting out all light, he 
claimed, rested bis eyes after pitching 
a hard inning, and he went In to bat 
with eyes frt'Su and steady. 


And how b« did hit them! How ha 


did btt them: 
Pietro Gladiator Browning tried ev- 


ery treatment possible for his eyes to 
keep them .clear. Smoking a cigarette 
on the bench was one of his idefxs, and 
he carried an eye wash with him which 
he pdarod Into uia eyes just before go- 
ing to- bat. 


Most of the schemes of players to 


keep their "eyes in," as they say, are 
ridiculous, but there is no reason why 
a lot of players should not follow lit- 
erally the advice of the bleaeherltes 
and "see an oculist." Any good ocu- 
list can devine a color scheme that will 
kelp tbo batrer.— Hugh S. Fullerton In 
Washington Stnr.
